Not MANY MEN have the op- 

portunity to reach far places 
of the world’s domain, but even 
fewer women realize the common 
desire to satisfy the lust for ex- 
Ploration.. Emily Langberg, of 
Denmark. however, holds the rec-

The tissues under the eyes and 
those of the eyelids are very deti- 
cate. Cold winter winds will tend 
to dry cut the natural supply of 
oil in these tissues, and with the 
strain of daily living tiny lines 
may develop, As a preventative, 
and to soften the lines you al- 
ready have, apply a good eye 
cream each night. z 

There is an eye cream rich in 
oils and creams that are absorbed 
readily and soften the skin ina 
short time. Dip your forefinger in 
the cream and with light massage 
strokes start working it into the 
skin, beginning just below the eye 
at thé outer corner and maving 
your finger inward to the nose. 
Work out over the eyelid, pressing 
more firmly and tap lightly at the 
outer corners where crows’ feet 
appear. Circle each eye at least 
ten times, applying more cream if 
necessary and then leave it on for 
at least an hour. 

When the tissues around the 
eyes and over the lids heve al- 
ready become crepy and lined, a 
gentile astringent will help them 
regain their firmness. and smooth- 
ness. There are some excellent 
preparations of this kind, prepar- 
ed by beauticians who specialize 
in the care of the eyes. To use, 
saturate a strip of cotton long 
enough to cover both eyes in the 
coolinn Jiquid and press over yon 
eyes when you lie dowa for your 
afternoon beauty nap. 

Bye packs are also helpful for 
reducing puffiness and removing 
dark circles under the eyes. You 
can buy them in the form of at- 
tractive little bags. filled with 
soothing, fragrant herbs. You dip 
the packs in warm water, then 
press rently over your closed eye- 
lids while you rest or have a fa- 
cial. When the pack‘is cool,. dip 
again in warm water. You will 
feel greatly refreshed and your 
eyes will be bright and ‘clear after 
such a treatment, ~ :
